•night increase the security o f the Governm ent for eventual

W h e n ihe difitciilties in di.«c!mrcing lionds in a legal 
currency bec.ame incn a-ed liy the siispeusion of s|ieoie 
paVmen's ill some o f the principal cities, and (be Pre.d- 
dent decided to c a lla s|)ccial session of (Tongress, tlieposl- 
pouement was allowed to tie extended till after the rom - 
nienrement of the session, in order that an opportunity 
might be afforded to obtain f ii'tlter relief by new legisla­ 
tion. 
Urgent requests w eie made f, r an iudi-.criininate 
delay of payment on all bonds to the 1-t of Ja m iiry next, 
and for the receipt, in discharge of them, of note.s issued 
by banks not paving S|>ecie, 


It was not deemed proper to cnmply vviili tlie-^e requests. 
But as long a delay as our fi«cal situation justified, and 
every relief as to the n irrency wbirli seemed leg.il, by the 
receipt of debeiiiure certificates and TieahUt" drafts, f»r 
duties, were perm itted in m itigation o f the existing eiii- 
barrassincnls. 


H aving in this done all tbat a sound and lilieral exercise 
ol the discretion o f the departm ent appeared either tojus- 
tily or require, no iiiteiuiou exists, nor would it lie prom r 


111 the pre.-eiu state o f iho T reasu ry , to grant any indul­ 
gencies l^yoiid those already aulliarized, vvilhoiit the e x ­ 
press direction of Congress. 


Som e furtiier facts which may !>e u.sefiil to aid its mein- 
I'ers in coming to a correct conclusion on this subject, are,

I f Congress iierniit no longer postponement, the receipts 
for the year will p rib ab ly lie increased by the imlulgeiices 
gran ted, as they Imve been aliovved,generally, on addition­ 
al security, and alw ays on interest. 


But a« suits and delays in colleclior, will still occur, 
though to a less extent than in the first stages ofllie pressure, 
li is expected that not over two-thirds of tlie amount post- 
(lonefl before the close o f this month can be collected d u r­ 
ing the currentyear. 


T h e bonds already put in suit s'nce tlie middle o f May 
am ount to nearly $ 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 .

portion, by the interest accruing, as well by ihe fuller 
collections which vvoubl jirobably Imí m ade in a gieater 
mimlier of cases. 


T lie opinion of the departm ent on tliese various projw- 
sitioiis is, that, coiisideriiig merely our present financial 
necessities, no further postponement can be rcgardeil as 
ex|)C'diem, thuugh in some otiier respect.«, as lully detail­ 
ed ill the recent letter from llte C hamlier o f Commerce, 
the last delay uiemioned miglii be fomid jusidialiie, and 
more benefici d. 
But if a law be pas.-ed extending credit 
on the bonds, it is sup|>o?ed that, in any correct view of 
llie subject, its provisions need not lie conliiuied in force 
beyond'llie |ienod whenl'ne worst effects ol the pressure 
will be likely to have ceased, and vvlieii all imports could, 
by a further extension o f the ware-liouse system , lie adv an ­ 
tageously made payable in cash, at tlie lima ihe goods are 
wanted for immedialc coiisumpiion. 


T h e extension o f that .«ystein is, therefore, respectfully 
recumtii mied to the consideiatiun of Coiigres.s, in comiec- 
lion with tlie pieseiil sulijeci, as it might introduce as 
great ail impruvemeiil in the collection of imposts, as the 
subalitulion ol cash for credit did in llie Collcciion ed rev­ 
enue from the sales o f public lauds. 
It would ceiTaiuly 
increase the security, ease, and prom pliuide o f the opera- 
turn; would ili-pense entirely witli the irouble and risk in 
the pay m ini of delieutm es; work 
favorably to the maiiu- 
lactui iiig inteiesis; and at tlie same tim e, lacililaie our 
trade ill lureigti articles, as well as exoiiorate the mer- 
clmm from iiiaiiy einbairassmeiH« in regard to su ieiies and 
guarantees.

'I'he effects which may be produced upon the accruing 
revenue, by gianiiiig or wiiliholding lurtlmr delays on 
bonds (or duties, have already been explained. 


Ill addition to tliese, there is a likelihood, in tlie pres 
eiit pressure, that (he pay ment of cash duties, to the e x ­ 
tent of one iiiilltuii o f iloiiais more than u-ual, will be iiii- 
avoidably deleri’cd lu anotlier year, as the iuiporteis mi - 
(1er the existing laws a ie eiililled to certain delays, by 
keeping ill store the woolen goods whicli |ыу eucli duties.
